Whe Natural Materials of Wools, Hair of 
the Camel and Goat, Bituminous Coal, 
Iron Ore, Lumber, Coal, Salt, Silver, 
Lead Ore, Flax, Hemp, Jute and «a 
Large Number of Chemicals to Be Free 
of Duty Other Chanzes—- Washington. 


New Yorn, Nov. 24.— The WORLD and Post- 
DISPATCH correspondent at Washington 
says he is able to send an accurate outline of 
the tariff bill as far as determined. The free 
list will include nearly all raw and crude ma- 
terlals which enter into manufactures, 
wools, hair of the camel and goat, bitumi- 
mous coal, iron ore, lumber, coal, salt, 
silver, lead ore, flax, hemp and jute and a 
large number of chemicals. This will be the 
chief benefit to manufacturers afforded by 
the new measure, but they willalso get the 
benefitina number of cases of an extension 
of time, from three to six months, to work 
off accumulated stocks before the reduced 
duties on finished products take effect. This 
will be true of woolen goods and probably of 
manufactures of linen. It is doubtful if any 
discrimination of this sort is made in regard 
to manufactures of iron, which will have to 
submit to some considerable cuts. 

The specific duties on bottles, glassware 
and plate glass may possibly be retained, 
but they will be decidedly rsduced and 
plate glass is likely to be put at a uniform 
and ad valorem rate of 40 per cent. 

Steel ratis will probably be put at $8 or $9 a 
ton. Rails will be one of two articles upon 
which a specific duty will be retained. 

Pig iron will probably be put at 5 per cent 
ad valorem, as proposed in the last Con-

Tin plate will be charged 1 cent per pound 
and ſucreased imports are counted upon to 
make the revenue nearly as great as under 

he present dfity of 22-10 cents. 
Tue specific duties on cutlery will be abol- 
ished and ad valorem duty be substituted.

McKinley bili, and copper ore will follow it 


pon the same list. 

A uniform ad valorem duty will be imposed 
manufactures of wood, but 
logs will be free. 

The textile schedule will not suffer quite so 
much aschinaand metals, for there will be 
few duties, if any, higher than 40 per cont ad 
valorem: SpecifiC duties and compensatory 
duties will almost universally be wiped off 
the statute. 

The committee believe that a reduction of 5 
or 10 per cent inthe silk duties will yield as 
much revenue as at present. Wool goods 
will follow substantially the rates ot the 
Springer bill, out some of the cheaper goods, 
especially cloth, will be put ina separate 
Class at 30 per cent. 

The rate on nearly all manufactures of cot- 
ton will be 40 per cent. This will include 
hosiery. Manufactures of flax, hemp and 
jute will be great'y reduced, in view of the 
placing of the raw material on the free list. 

Binding twine is likely to be made free of 
duty. The high duties imposed on agricul- 
tural products will be mercilessly slaugh- 
tered. Aduty will be retained on lemons 
and oranges, but several other fruits will go 
upon the free list. The duty on wrapper to- 
bacco will be reduced to $) or $1.50 per pound 


when unstemmed and 50 cents more per 


pound when stemmed. 

An ad valorem rate of 25 per cent will prob- 
ably be fixed on all grades of sugar, although 
this is one of the questions still open. The 
— grades of sugar come in at a low 

gure. 

The duty on gloves will be reduced. 

The internal revenue features of tle Dill are 
substantially agreed upon except the form of 


the income tax. There will be no increase 


on beer or tobacco and cigars. 


The only 
change will be on whisky. 

The additions to the free list will cause con- 
siderable losses of revenue, and while reduc- 


‘tions ot duty are counted upon to produce 


increased imports, this effect may not ap- 
pearfor ayearortwo. The proposed duty 
on sugar will bring in about 830, 000. 000, and it 
is thought that some $30,000,000 or $40,000,000 
will be received from the increase in whisky 


and from the income tax.

© overthrown at the next election, and said 
that if itshould be and Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Balfour should again come into office, as 
in that event they would, there would be 
much greater likeHhood of securing favor- 
able action from England than under Mr. 
Gladstone, as Baltour is a pronounced bi- 
metallist and Lord Salisbury is very favor- 
ably inclined in that direction. 

The Senator quoted thought that the proper 
course for the Government of the United 
States to pursue at the present time was to 
maintain a defense tothe policy of consum- 
ing no more silver and not manifest too great 
concern for a change of policy, as by that 
plan it would be possible to accomplish more 
than by a supplint attitude. He fur- 
ther expressed the opinion that the 

ersonnel of the present commission 

rom the United States should 
be changed and entirely disinterested men 
selected for the work as likely to accomplish 
more than the present members. 

He thought that Prof. Andrews might be 
retained, but that the other members should 
be replaced by eminent men outside of Con- 

ress and not connected in any way with the 
egislative, mining or financial affairs of the 
country. 


NATIVES MAY STARVE. 

WASAINGTON, D. C., Nov. 24.—Between ad - 
justing the accounts of the North American 
Commercial Co. with the Treasury 
and the claims of the Treasury for $286,- 
000 against the North American Com- 
mercial Co. the natives of the seal 
islands in the Arctic Ocean stand 


a good chance of starving this winter. The 
North American company’s accounts to the 
of $24,000 or $4,000 for the coal supplied to 
the United States revenue cutter and $20,000 
for supplies furnished the natives, 
are beld up. The Commercial company is 
seriously considering the advisability of 
withholding further supplies to the natives 
unless the accounts already presented are 
passed. The whole matter has been referred 
to Atty.-Gen. Oiney for his consideration, 
and it will probably find its way into 
the courts. In the meantime much solicitude 
is felt forthe fate of the natives, who are 
dependent upon the supplies furnished by 
the North American Commercial Co. for 
their subsistence. 


McCAFFREY WILL RESIGN. 


Wants No Complications—A Probable 
Game of Freeze Out. 


Judge McCaffrey will send his resignation 
to Mayor Walbridge to-day. In speak- 
ing of the resignation Judge McCaffrey 
said: „1 have the right to hold 
on until my appointment is confirmed and I 
do not consider that I am really Appraiser 
until my appointment has been confirmed by 
the Senate. Onthe other handmy clients 
are my friends and I donot careto cause any 
unmecessary complications or litigation, 
which may be detrimental to their interests 
by my holding over unttl my confirmatton.’’ 

Assoon as Judge McOaffrey’s resignation 
is placed in the hands of Mayor Walbridge it 
is expected that either John Gernez or Tom 
Reynolds will be appointed to the va 
cancy. Mr. Reynolds has for years 
been a court reporter and besides 


being well qualified for the position, has the 
indorsement of nearly every prominent 
lawyer in st. Louis. Mr. Gernez, who isa 
lawyer, has the indorsement of the politi- 
cians. It is claimed that Gernez has received 
a promise from the powers that be tothe ef- 
fect that he will be appointed. The business 
of a Justice of the Peace depends largely up- 
on the clerk of the court 
and the constable of the 
district. If Gernez receives the appoint- 
ment the chances are that there will bea 
game of freeze-out between the Constable 
and the Justice.

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Resignation of ‘Premier Gioletti 
and the Italian Cabinet. 


King Humbert Endeavoring to Form 
a New Ministry. 


WILD SCENE IN THE CHAMBER OF DEP- 
UTIES THIS MORNING, 


The Outgoing Government Severely De- 
nounced by Members of the Left— 
Great Uproar Preceded the Adjourn- 
ment of the Session—The Bank Scandal 
and Financial Troubles. Wrecked the 
Giolotti Cabinet. 


Rome, Nov. 24.—The Giolotti Ministry has 
resigned. The Chamber of Deputies was 
thronged when it opened to-day, and Sig. 
Cavelotti caused e lively scene when the 
minutes of yesterday’s meeting were read. 
The member mentioned complained that the 
sitting was closed whenthe extreme Left 
was about to submit a motion. 

The President commenced an explanation 
of this incident amid great excitement, the 
extreme left members in the meanwhile 
denouncing the ministers. 

The Minister of Finance, Sig. Grimaldi 
warmly defended himself against the attacks 
on the extreme left, declaring that he was 
an honest man and equally solicituous of 
public morals as his opponents. He was 
loudly applauded. 

Premier Giolotti, before making the minis- 
terial declaration, declared that he wished 
to state in his own name andinthe names 
of his colleagues that they wished to resume 
their seats in the Chamber of Deputies in 
order to have full liberty of speech. 

The remarks of the Premier caused much 
excitement in the Chamber, especially 
among the members of the extreme left. 
When the noise had somewhat subsided Pre- 
mier Gioletti proceeded to announce the res- 
ignation of the Cabinet, adding that the 
King had reserved his decision upon this im- 
portant matter, and that the Ministers 
would in the meantime remain in office. 

After the dispatch of current businessa 
motion to adjourn was made. 

The extreme Left members, especially Sig. 
Imbriani, strongly denounced Premler Gio- 
letti, who warmly retorted. 

Sig. Imbriani shouted: ‘**‘You have fallen 
in the mud! 

To this remark Premier Gloletti rejoined: 
Whatever efforts you make you will not 
even succeed in splashing mud upon my 
boots. 

This caused renewed excitement in the 
Chamber; during which some very hot words 
were heard from the extreme left and equally 
warm replies from the supporters of the 
Government. 

When order had been restored the Presi- 
dent of the Chamber called fora vote on the 
motion to adjourn, which was unani- 
mously approved with the exception 
of the leftists. Tae sitting closed 
amid much uproar, and soon afterwards it 
was reported that the King was taking steps 
toconsult the Presidents of the Chambers 
and the leaders of the different parties in re- 
gard to the formation of a new cabinet. 

The financial troubles besetting Italy have 
for a long time attracted the attention of all 
Europe, andindeed has been regarded asa 
menace to the stability of the Triple 
Alliance, First came the bank scandal, 
which degan to crop out a year ago, 


whenthe Banca Romana failed and Gov- 
ernor, Sig. Tanlongo, and its cashier, Sig. 
Lazzaroni, were arrested. An investigation 
showed that the bank had authority to make 
a note issue of 73,000,000 lire, but thatits ac- 
tual issue was 135,000,000 lire. 

The Rome dranch of the Bank of Naples 
was found to have a deficiency of $3,000,000 
lire. Its cashier was arrested andits di- 
rector absconded. Afterward the manayer 
of the Bank of Naples, Sig. Cucinello, was 
arrested while trying to escape in the dis- 
guise of a priest, and was charged with em- 
bezzling 2,000,000 lire. 

Presently attacks began to be made in the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies on the Govern- 
ment. Ministers, ex-Ministers, Deputies 
and journalists were accused of receiving 
bribes for giving privileges to banks. 
Premier Gioletti and ex-Premiers Rudini and 
Crisp were among the statesmen said to be 
implicated. 

Efforts were made to have a parliamentary 
inquiry, but Premier Gioletti defeated them. 
He refused to consent to an inquiry, he said, 
because he did not wish to compromise the 
‘credit ot the country. holding that it would 
be nobler to challenge unpopularity than to 
give way to weak sentiment. 

It is because ofthis position, which Prem 
fer Gioletti still tries to maintain, that the 
opposition has at last succeeded in over- 
throwing his ministry. 


LOCOMOTIVE WRECKED, 


And a Number of Cars Derailed by a 
Collision at Des Moines. 

Des Mornes, Io., Nov. 24.—A west-bound 
passenger train on the Rock Island road 
crashed intoa freight train as it was enter- 
ing the Des Moines yard this morning, wreck- 
ing the engine and derailing a number of 
cars, but doing no other injury. A heavy 
fog caused the accident.

DENIES HIS GUILT. 
James Fitzgerald Claims He Dia 75 
Shoot His Sweetheart. 


CIRCUMSTANTIAL EVIDENCE 18 VERY 
STRONG AGAINST HIM HOWEVER. 


Annie Naesens Dying at the City Hos- 
pital—Fitzgerald Claims a Man Shot 
Both Him and the Girl—Evidence Con- 
tradicts His Story—Detailse of the 
Ehooting at Carondelet. 


Annie Naesens, a pretty 18-year-old domes- 
tic, is dying at the City Hospital, from the 
effects of a terrible wound in the right side 
of her head, and James Fitzgerald, her lover, 
Is lying in a cell at the Carondelet Police 
Station on suspicion of having fired the fatal 
shot. The tragic affair occurred shortly after 
midnight, this morning, ona porch in the 
rear of Emil Albin’s saloon at No. 7001 South 
Broadway. The couple were convers- 
ing together on the porch about 
12:30, when two shots were fired, 
one crashing into the poor girl’s brain and 
the other penetrating Fitszgerald's cap and 
cuttinga gash along his scalp. He claims 
that the shots were fired from the yard by 
some one who had a grudge’’ against him, 
but circumstances fail to substantiate his 
statement very clearly, and the general im- 
pression is that he shot the girl because he 
was jealous and that then, having done the 
murderous deed, turnedthe pistol on him- 
self. 

WERE SCHOOLMATES. 

Fitzgerald is well known in Carondelet. 
He has resided there almost his entire life, 
living with his parents at No. 6204 Michigan 
avenue. His father is janitor of the Des 
Peres Public School. At this school both he 
and Miss Naesens were formerly pupils and 
there they formed each other’s acquaint- 
ance. Although he is now 2and she but 18 
years Of age, still the difference in their ages 
did not interfere withtheir friendship or 
prevent it from ripening into love. Miss 
Naesens lived with her parents in a lit- 
tle frame cottage at 6302 South Twelfth 
street, Just beyond the corner of Iron street. 
Fitzgerald often called there to see her, but 
her folks told their daughter that they did 
not care for Fitzerald as a prospective son- 
in-law, for while he was a nice enough young 
fellow, he had no steady employment. Still 
Annie went with him and after she went to 
work out asa domestic, about a year ago, 
found it much easier to keep up her friend- 
ship with her lover. She secured a position 
as servant at the residence of Mr. Emile 
Albin about two months ago. Mr. Albin 
keeps a saloon and restaurant on the south- 
west corner of broadway and Quincy street, 
and lives on the floor above. His apart- 
ments are reached by a flight of wooden 
stairs coming up from the yard in the rear of 
the house anu visible both from the yard and 
from Quincy street. 


THE SHOOTING. 

On the landing of the second floor, at the 
top of this staircase, Miss Naesensand Fitz- 
gerald stood atanearly hourthis morning. 
He had called on her early in the evening 
and had tarried long. By the time he had 
gone out on the porch tosay ‘*good-bDye,’” 
the household had retired. So soundly 


were they sleeping that they did not hear the 
pistol shots. As soon as they were fired, 
Fitzgerald fled. At 12:45 he rushed into the 
Cerondelet Folice Station almost breathless 
from excitement, lle had a big revolver in 
his hand, blood on his face and cap 
and a two and one-balfinch scalp wound 
on his head running from above 
his right ear tothe topof his head. 

We've been shot, he exclaimed. When 
asked who was shot he excitedly replied tat 
he and his girl had both been wounded, and 
he thought the girl was dead. He told the 
officers where the shooting occurred, and 
Sergt. Con O'Donnell and Officer O’Brien 
hurried to the scene. They found Miss 
Naesens lying unconscious in a pool of blood 
on the second-story porch back of the saloon. 
They hurriedly roused the _ astonished 
family, summoned an ambulance and 
Dr, Lyman Reber. The physician pronounced 
the wound fatal and ordered the giri re- 
moved tothe City Hospital. There it was 
found that the bullet had entered her head 
back ofthe rightear, and had been fired at 
such close range that her whole skull was 
shattered. She never regained conscious- 
ness and at the City Hospital this afternoon 
was reported as sinking rapidly and almost 
certain to die before the day was out. 


SUSPICIOUS CIRCUMSTANGES. 

Fitzgerald is still in the Carondelet cala- 
bo ose, Dut will be taken tothe Four Courts 
this afternoon. He is a tall, thin, surly- 
looking young fellow, who strenuously per- 
sists lu denying that be shot the girl. Capt. 
Young and the officers of the Ca- 
rondelet station belleve he shot 
the girl. The doctors who examined 


her say the shot must have been fired at 
close range to ‘*powder-burn’’ her face so 
severely and shatter herskull so terribly. 
Fitzgerald’s cap around the spot where the 
bullet entered was burned for three or four 
inches. Capt. Young visited the scene this 
morning and found two dullet holes 
in the roof of the porch sit- 
situated in just such a position as 
they would lodge if Fitzgerald had fired up- 
ward through his own cap. The hole is, 
also, in just such a place that it could not be 
made by a bullet from the yard without 
passing through one of the heavy posts that 
support the roof of the porch, Fitzgerald 
was brought down there by Oapt. Young, 
but even after being confronted with this 
evidence denied that he did the shooting. 

It is char ged that Fitzgerald fired the shots 
because. he was jealous. Annie went out 
Monday night without him. She only went 
to her parents’ house, butthis is alleged to 
have made him jealous. 


FITZGERALD DENIES THE SHOOTING. 
James Fitzgerald, the man accused of 
shooting Miss Naesens, resides with his fa- 
ther, Patrick Fitzgerald, at 6204 Michi- 
gan avenue. His family, though poor, 
have always stood well in the community 
in which they lived and the young man him- 


self has not oorne a dad reputation. He 
was always quiet, unassuming and appeared 
to attend strictly to his business. 

Young Fitzgerald is a molder by trade, bat 
of late has been employed by the Sout St.

It isnot likely that the threat of the 
Alabama iron men will make any im- 
pression upon the Committee on Ways and 
Means, but their efforts will not cease 
with the report of the committee adverse 
to their claims. Rather will their most 
effective work begin with the introduction 
of a bill putting that ore on the free list. 

United with other Southern protection- 
ists they now demand protective duties on 
iron ore, coal, lumber, rice and sugar.

THE MASSACHUSETTS IDEA. 

That the Constitution of the United 
States forbids the election of a foreigner to 
the Presidency happens to work a disad- 
vantage to the cause of protection to our 
American infant industries, whose whisk- 
ers have grown so luxuriantly for some 
years. 

The newly elected Governor of Massa- 
chusetts is reported to have been born a 
British subject. 

To be sure, Mr. McKinley is in good 
health and may live until ’96. It is not 
likely that he may between this time and 
that pass into a reflective mood, sum up 
the worriments of the Presidential office 
even if a man can get there, and decide to 
stay in Ohio and be elected Governor every 
year by 90, 000 plurality. Still, who can 
say just what will happen? And whata 
pity it is that Greenhalge is not eligible 
when we consider possibilities! 

Gov. Greenhalge is a man of ideas. Mr. 
McKinley is a man of one idea. He would 
not have admitted Mr. Blaine’s reciprocity 
dodge if he could have kept it out of his 
bill. 

While Mr. McKinley has been supposed 
to be the spirit and embodiment of the 
whole high tariff scheme, his Napoleonic 
figure becomes very dim in the umbrage of 
a wide-spreading intellect such as that of 
the new Governor of Massachusetts. 
Greenhalge sees away beyond the McKin- 
ley hogizon, and he is a man who is not 
afraid. He is no scurvy politician, and he 
uses no concealments. 

Gov. Greenhalge attacks the consumer. 

In not one of his innumerable speeches 
has Mr. McKinley belittled the consumer. 
On the contrary he has sought to lead con- 
sumers to believe that they were buying 
themselves rich and that their taxes were 
paid by foreigners.

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A JUST TaX or A BURDEN. 
The income tax prevailed from 1863 to 
1878 inclusive. During the eleven years it 
produced 5847, 000, 000 revenue, or not quite 
$32,000,000 annually. The annual collec- 
tions grew steadily from the first, begin- 
ning with $3,000,000 in 1863 and ending 
with $72,000,000 in 1873, 

A.similar tax with the same or lower 
rates might produce §200,000,000 annually 
under present conditions. This does not 
seem an unreasonable estimate when it is 
remembered how much wealth has in- 
creased and population multiplied. 

This tax can be made toadd more and 
more to the revenues each year by simply 
keeping the rates stationary. As incomes 
multiply and grow larger the returns to 
the National Treasury will of course grow 
proportionately greater. As the income 
tax returns increase the indirect taxes like 
the tariff duties can be reduced until prac- 
tically all restrictions are taken from 
trade and tariff duties levied only upon 
certain articles of luxury or of secondary 
importance to the consumer. When 
this point is reached the tariff 
rates can be allowed to stand as perma- 
nent features of the revenue system, as in 
England, where they are not considered a 
burden. The income tax rates can then 
be raised and lowered according to the 
necessities of the Government from year to 
year. Taxation under such a system will 
not be a burden because the benefits de- 
rived from good government will be worth 
all that is paid for them. 

The income tax is not only just and 
right considered by itself. It is the key- 
stone of a rational revenue system which 
shall impose crushing burdens upon no 
one, but will do equal and exact justice 
to all. 
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As RAILROAD companies are chartered by 


the people only to perform a public service 
which the people do not wish to perform 
for themselves, they are required by law 
torun their trains without interruption. 
No private quarrels between the managers 
and the employes can be pleaded as 
an excuse for the neglect of the 
public interest, whichis paramount and 
inviolable. But on the other hand the 
companies are not responsible for the in- 
terruptions if rioters take possession of 
trains and violently prevent them. At 
present there does not seem to be any 
practical method of protecting the pub- 
lic from the loss and inconvenience 
resulting from a peaceable refusal of labor 
organizations to operate a railroad when 
they have an unadjusted dispute with its 
management,

Canarich man with an overflowing 
revenue consume more sugar or coffee or 
tea, or drink more beer or whisky, or chew 
more tobacco; than a poor man? Here is 
a case of inequality admitted by all. There- 
fore when itis complained that the tax on 
an article consumed is unjust upon the 
poor, because the poor have to consume a 
greater portion of their income in its pur- 
chase than the rich, we answer that to coun. 
tervail that we have levied a reasonable 
income tax upon such incomes as are above 
the wants and necessaries of life, That is 
the only answer, and itis acomplete answer; 
because, if you leave your system of taxation 
to rest solely upon consumption without 
any tax upon property or income, youdo 
make an unequal and unjust system. 


A Publisher With Genius. 
From Life. 

A publisher whe@ really begins to show 
something like genius is our old friend and 
late fellow-citizen, William W. Astor of Lon- 
don. His great stroke was made the other 
day, when he closed the advertising columns 
of his periodicals to certain quack remedies 
of the inefficacy of which he had become 
convinced.

It is use- 
less forthe advocates of a different system 
to insist that this ought not to be so; it 1s — 
and we cannot change the fact. wut the gol 
eagle and double eagle are not accepted. at a 
particular valuation in these settiements 
simply because the United states of 
hav» declared by law that they shall 
tender at their nominal value t solely be- 
cause the bullion contained in them, if un- 
coined, woula be worth every where the same 
amount.“ N 

Carelessness in the use of terms renders the 
statements of the Secretary highly confusing. 
He says Gold is the only international 
money. This is not true, for such athing 
as an international money“ does hor 
exist. it he had said that gold is the prin- 
Cipal international medium of exchange, 
he would have been quite correct. In the 
last clause of the above quotation he fatiy 
contradicted the statement in his first clause. 

He says our gold coins are accepted by 
foreigners ‘‘solely because the bullion con- 
tained in them, if uncoine:, would be worth 
everywhere the same amount.’’ In other 
words they receive our coin by welght 
as a ‘‘commodity,’’ allowing so much 
an and not as money 
at all. This all business men 
Know to be the bottom fact in relation to in- 
ternational commerce. Thetrue idea of in, 
ternational trade isthat of an exchange of 
commodities, We swap wheat, cotton and 
corn for manufactured goods chiefly, and 
the little balance, whichever way it may fall, 
is settled by turning in another commodliy— 
gold bullion. But how are we to acquire gold 
bullion? Cannot we hire men to, work in the 
mine and pay them for their la bor in green- 
backs or silver? Cannot we employ men // 
work in the cotton and wheat fields and pay 
them in a simllar manner? If we keep our 
powers of production fully employed by the 
use of paper and silver money will we not 
have the more to sell abroad and thus bring 
the balance of trade in our favor? Clearly our 
financial well being depends upon the proper 
employment of our producing powers. But 
the Secretary made another statement which 
must not pass unchallenged. It is the fol- 
owing: 

This is a great and powerful Government, 
but there is one thing it can not do—it can- 
not create money. 

Now. all intelligent men from the time of 
Aristotle to this Gay have known that 
„money is a creature of law. That the in- 
strument we call money, whether manu- 
factyred of metal or paper, isa legal instru- 
ment. It is an instrument that will ex- 
change commodities, because it*is empow- 
ered by law to pay debts and satisfy judg- 
ments. ILregret that our Secretary of the 
Treasury has so low an estimate of American 
intelilgence, J. B. FOLLETT.

Sr. PETERSBURG, NOV. 24.—The rumors of 
the arrest and banishment of Poles from the 
western provinces of Russia have been con- 
firmed. Eleven priests have been suspended 
irom their duties and placed in prison, and 
scores of citizens are detained inthecitadel at 
Warsaw. Fifteen persons, including some 
ladies and young giris, are already on, their 
way to Siberia, although their friends have 
no knowledge of the natnre of their offense.

A conference be- 
tween Muley Araf and the Governor was 
opened immediately. The Cabinet is in ses- 
sion to-night awaiting further telegrams 
from Melilla. 

Muley Araf was received with military 
honors and was conducted tothe tent which 
had been erected near the San Losenso when 
Gen. Marcias received him at the head of a 
brilliant staff and an escort of 
dragoons, The interview began then 
with Muley Arafand lasted barely an hour. 
The AradDs congregated at positions some 
distance from the Spaniards in an endeavor 
to witness the meeting, which excited the 
greatest curiosity on their part. Muley Araf 
virtually repeated the promise contained in 
the Sultan’s recent notesand made further 
suggestions towards facilitating a settle - 
ment of the local difficulties with the tribes- 
men, 


GERMAN ENCROACHMENT. 

Loxpox, Nov, 24.—The. correspondent of 
the Chronicle at Paris says: The Chauvinists 
are likely to start an agitation in relation to 
the reported intention of Germany to estab- 
lish an intrenched camp ut Malmedy, on the 
Belgian frontier. The fact that the Germans 
are now only a few miles from Spa has 
aroused misgivings here. A communication 
made by M. Brisimont, the Belgian War Min- 
ister, tothe Belgia Minister at Paris, says 
that the choice of the locality for the new 
German camp has not yet been decided. He 
adds that all the peasants and small holders 
in the district were being expropriated and

Hissonand party of hunters, who 
have been snowbound in the Bitter Root 
Mountains, have been located at Hot Springs, 
on the middle fork ofthe Clearwater, well 
provisioned for the whole winter.

then proceed to Montana continuing the 
work of rescue.

ever produced, 


The bitterly cold weather aid not prevent

from attending the funeral, and many thou- 
sands of strangers were present, large dele- 
gations coming from the mést distant parts 
of the Northwest.

The second was from Madison and brought

As early as yesterday morning people de- 
gan coming in town in every imaginable con- 
veyance, and long before noon the largest

The funeral arrangementig were iu accord- 
ance witn the wishes of Gin. Rusk. A pri- 
vote and impressive cerenjOny was held late 
yesterday afternoon atithe residence, a 
modest frame farm house a mile from 
town. Rev. George Muzem of the 
Methodist Church officiated, the widow 
four children and a small number of 
sorrowing relatives and q lose friends being 
present. Then the remgins, resting in a 
nandsome but plain cedar casket, draped 
with an American flag and fairly buried un- 
der floral emblems, were conveyed to the Lit- 
tle Methodist Church in town, members of 
the Masonic fraternity, in which Gen. Rusk 
stood very high, acting as an escort of honor, 
At the church a delegation from Alexander 
Lowrie Post, G. A. R., all associates of the 
dead soldier, stood guard while the remains 
were lying in state all night, and the whole 
of the — untli the time of burial. The lit - 
tle church holds only abot 350 people anda 
continuous stream passed by the bier from 


last night until the last mcement to-day. 


There were many affecting scenes as old 

veterans limped by to get a farewell look at 
the familiar face, in many instances Weep- 
ing and audibly expres¢ing their grief and 
sorrow. Gen. Rusk was a man of 
wonderful popularity with 
and evidences of the most 
grief were to beseen on aji sides.

Walsh's Descendants Settied Once for 
All—Judge Nein Renders a Decision in 
an Important Case--Current Court 
News. 3 


The case of Bridget Powers and Joseph 
Welsh against Archbishop Kenrick and Co- 
adjutor Kain is growing to rather extensive 
proportions and was supplemented this 
morning by a petition of all the heirs and 
, beneficiaries of John Mullanphy. 

The petitioners in the case filed to-day are 
Jere W. Clemens, Bryan M. Clemens, Helen 
1. Clemens, Catherine Frost, Richard G. 
Frost, Jane Lindsey, Mary E. Boyce, Mary 
Hirchberg, Margaret Smith, Elizabeth B. 
Hudson, Mary C. Larkin, Lilly Frost, caro- 
line Frost, Louisa Vernon, Jane Molesworth, 
Eliza d'Este, Guilleaume De Noue, Achille 
De Noue, Elizabeth De Noue, Louls H. De 
Thury, Eva Hope, John O’F. Delaney, John 
M. Harvey, B. Maslere Chambers, Thomas 
B. Chambers, Anna B. Thatcher, Ellen La 
Motte, Joseph Chambers, Charles R. Cham- 
bers, Mme. Julia Thomas, Catherine M. Bo- 
land, John Thomas Benjamin, Thomas and 
Reginald G. Frost. 

These petitioners represent that they are 
all heirs of John Mullanphy and have inher- 
ited certain properties from him, which 
they stillhola. They say that Bridget Pow- 
ers and Joseph Welsh claim to be heirs 
of a certain John Welsh, who died 
inIreland. The two defendants some time 
ago filed a suitagainst Archbishop Kenrick 
and Bishop Kain asking that the Archbishop 
be cited to turn over to them a certain fund, 
the amount of which they do not know, but 
which they consider very large, which de- 
scended to Archbishop Kenrick from Arch- 
bishop Rosatti as trustee, The story told by 
Bridget Powers and John Welsh was 
that before John Mullanphy left 


Ireland he went into partnership 
on a fishing venture with John Welsh, 
young man of his own age, and living in the 
same neighborhood. rofits and dis- 
bursements were all in the hands of Mullan- 
phy. He left for America before any settie- 
ment was made with Welsh and carried to 
this country with him Weish’s share of the 
venture. which had been very profitable. 
Shortly before his death, the 
claimants assert, he took 
money at its enhanced 
from investment and putit in the hands of 
Archbishop Rosattito be held in trust for 
the heirsof John Welsh. For many years 
Archbishop Rosatti had the fact advertised 
in the churches and public places where 
Welsh had lived in Ireland, so that any of 
the heirs if they existed might be informed 
of the fund. he two claimants 
had previous to this publication 
in Ireland emigrated to America 
and did not in consequence learn of the fund 
untila few yearsago, They then instituted 
proceedings to recover the sum in the hands 
ofthe bishop. Now the heirs of John Mul- 
lamphy come and ask permission to perpetu- 
ate testimony in the case so that if it is neea- 
future it will be avaliable. 
ask this because — fear 
some proceed! * de 
instituted against their holdings — “the two 
Claimants. The heirs of John Mullanphy 
claim throughout that the claimants are not 
the iawful heirs of John Welsh, and that 
their claim isnot founded upon any fact 
whatsoever and that John Mullanphy had 
never admitted having such moneys 
or establishing any such fund. 
They also assert that no publications 
were authorized. All of these facts in refu- 
tation of these claims of Bridget 
Powers and John Welsh the peti- 
tloners claim they can establish dy the 
evidence of the Most Rev. Peter Richard 
Kenrick, Archbishop of St. Louis, wherefore 
they ask that a commissioner be 
appointed by the court to take 
the depositions of the Most Rev. 
Peter Richard Kenrick, and that when taken 
they be filed according to law, to be used if 
the necessity therefor in future arises. Judge 
Klein granted the request, and appointed 
Miss Ottiline F. Oberbeck, Notary Public, to 
act as commissioner, to take the depositions 
of the Archbishop. 


An Important Decision. 
Judge Klein to-day handed down an opin- 


ion in the case of Anna M. Hilton against 
Huntingdon Smith, which has been in litiga- 
tion since 1884. The case Was a very compli- 
cated one, and in delivering his opinion 
Judge*Klein wrote about sixty pages of large - 
— paper. The decree in the case reads as 
tollows:

Thing Began to Move—How Sympa- 
thetic Chorus Girls From the Stubad 
Company Viewed the Remains— 
Thoatrical People Make Fun Off the 
Steg. 


Room 20inthe east corridor, third floor, 
of the Lindell Hotel, has been the scene of a 
wake for the past two nights that for un- 
bounded hilarity goes far beyond anything 
in the annals of the Emerald 
Isle. The remains of one Bil 
Manning, an actor, who had been borrowed 
for the occasion from a Franklin avenue 
clothing store, were laid out in state and 
viewed by anumber of alleged sympathetic 
friends and incidentally by one colored em- 
ploye of the house. The colored watcher 
left the scene suddenly with wndue 
haste and has not been heard from since. 
The fact of the matter is that the theatrical 
colony at the hotel have been making as 
much fun off the stage as on. John C. Fox 
of the Howard Athaneum company 
was the ringleader. It all grew 
out of the moss grown practice 
of stringing the colored waiters about sitting 
up witha dead man. At dinner Tuesday Fox 
struck a walter with a fancy frontispiece 
that seemed to indicate the full possession of 
racial traits. 

: FIVE EASY MADE. 

**Like to make $5?’’ was Fox's opening play. 

„To 'de Lawd in dese hard times, why 
shuah,’’ said the darkey. 

„Well, a friend of mine died this morning, 
and I want someone to sit up with him for 
awhile to-night.’’ 

„Well, Isorry, boss, but I’mon watch to- 
night, but I'll bring yo’ a nigger that can do 
. 

The darkey brought up a big colored waiter, 
the size of Sullivan and as tough as nails. 
He wasn’t afraid of a corpse. He would 
sit up and do several other 
things, but as Fox went into harrowing de- 
tails about the dead man his courage oozed 
out and he, too, said he was on watch and 
went off to bring a friend who would make 
the $5. Nearly every negro in the dining- 
room came up and made a play for the 
money, but backed down when it came to 
making the engagement. The steward 
noticed the commotion, and questioned Fox, 
only to get the same story. 

By this time Fox had the nucleus of a good 
practical joke in his head, and after dinner 
with his friend Terry the Shadowgrapher’’ 


made a tour of the Franklin avenue clothing 
stores in search of a dummy. 

They picked out a fice Bland looking young 
man and had him sent over to room 250 via 
the lady’s entrance. Fox went upto the 
theater and got his make-up kit and trans- 
formed the dummy into a very human dead 
man. He was placed in the bea with the 
sheets upto his neck, and in the parlance of 
the undertakers he made an ‘‘elegant 
corpse.’’ 

Bass Henderson was taken into the joke at 
this stage and he agreed to send up a colored 
employe to sit up with the remains 
while the party were at the theater. 
Fox and Conroy and Terry then fixeda train 
of strings by means of eye screws fastened 
inthe wainscoting under the bed, leading 
outinto the hallway. On the ends ofthe 
strings were acouple of loose and crumbled 
newspapers that rattled like a dying 
man’s breathing when the strings were 
pulled. The electric light was 
turned down, a candle lighted, the 
pupils of thecorpse’seyes tipped with phos- 

horus, and the jokers were ready for the 

un. After supper half a dozen theatrical 
men who were in on the joke arranged them- 
selves solemnly around the room and Fox 
rang forthe negro watcher. When he came 
in Fox set him at the root of 
the bed facing the corpse, while 
the crowd began telling ghastiy stories of 
corpses coming to life. By and by the watch- 
ers began leaving the room one by one and 
the watcher’s eyes grew bigger and whiter 
asthe company narrowed down until only 
himselfand Fox were left. Half an hour 
before 1 Fox gave the 
watcher a A razor and 
told him not — , they would all be 
back in three hours. His knees were knock- 
ing together audibly as Fox left the room. 
The consplrators who were waiting without 
in the ball gave the watcher fifteen minutes 
suspense. Then they pulled the string. The 
papers rattled witha weird sound. The negro 
gave one unearthly yell of horor, dashed out 
of the room and down the corridor and out of 
the hotel. Act lin the comedy was over, 
Fox locked his door and went to the theater, 
telling his friendsto spread the report in 
their respective companies that poor old Bill 
Manning of the *‘Rallroad Ticket’’ company 
was dead and would be waked in room 250. 


THE WAKE. 

Eddie Foy was especially detailed to work 
up sympathy among the Sinbad people. 
Room 250 was opened promptly at 11 o’clock, 
and Fox had the gang sitting around the 
room smoking corncob pipes and doing the 
waking in realistic fashion. Fay with 
a face on Bim as long as a 


preacher would bring the girls in singly to 
look atthe corpse. They were all terribly 
sympathetic, and the crowd worked them to 

telt hearts jjcontent. The far away farm- 
house and mother“ racket would be worked 
by the mourners until the girl was almost in 
tears. Then some one would pull down the 
dlanket and reveal the wooden body of the 
corpse. Every girl waited to see her friend 
caught. Bass Henderson steered a couple of 
commercial travelers up against the game 
and they were as neatly thrown down as the 

sympathetic chorus girls. Room 250 was 
well crowded in the course of 
an hour, and the party not wish- 
ing to let the corpse go to 
waste gave him a real wake. It was a shame 
to joke about death the way we did,’’ said 
Fox, dut as long as nobody started praying 
we thought everything all right. 

It was @arly in the morning when the 
watchers broke up and Fox iifted the corpse 
out of the bed and took its place. 

Last night they put a suit on the dummy 
and a gign across his breast, Did you ring?“ 
Then they took it along the corridor, placed 
itup against the door and knocked. 

The waiters at the hotel have not yet founda 
out that Fox’s dead friend was a wooden 
man and are anxiously awaiting the funeral, 
but the evened were shipped back to the
